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It seems to be rather difficult 
sometimes for the good friends of the 
Townsman to look upon the writings 
published in this column from a view- 
point that sees the real mission of a 
newspaper. In connection with what 
was published here last week refer- 
ring to the choice of some woman for 
the school board, several good friends 
have seen fit to interpret the indirect 
references made, as constituting an 
improper estimate of any woman who 
might be involved, and even going.so 
far as to be discourteous. % 

Nothing could have been further 
from the writer's mind than to even 
think any kind of discourtesy to any 
of those ladies of Andover who are 
interested in securing the election of 
some woman who could add to public 
service as a member of the Andover 
School Committee. There was no 
suggestion in last week’s statement 
having any other thought than the 
desire to bring about the very thing 
that we believe many of the women 
of Andover want to bring about, what- 
ever may be their method of ap- 
proaching the problem. We did ex- 
press the belief that some efforts were 
being made to so arrange the confer- 
ence which has now been held, that 
one particular woman would be fa- 
vored, We bt ht, this belief on 
the authority of two reliable women 
who felt just as we did about the mat- 
ter. We had expressed in. the pre- 
vious week an earnest hope that the 
important question of choosing a 
member of the School Board, which 
had been provided for by law of many 
years’ standing, might not be made 
the occasion for a conflict of opinion 
on the larger question of Woman’s 
Suffrage. 

If we were wrongly informed, or 
if it is not a fact that the question of 
Woman’s Suffrage has entered into 
this matter in fully as prominent a 
manner as has the question of who 
would best serve as member of the 
School Committee, then we regret the 
publication of last week’s comment. 

Again let us express the hope that, 
in electing members of the School 
Board this year, neither in the dis- 
cussions of a victory nor in the con- 
trolling of the preliminary campaign, 
thefe may be no other issue at stake 
than who will best serve as a mem- 
of the Andover School Com 
mittee. a 

So far as the person chosen by the 
conference is concerned, the Towns- 
man takes g.eat satisfaction in re- 
iterating the same sentiment which it 
expressed in August, 1912, when Mfs. 
Brewster left another very exac 
position in the service.of the town’ 
take up her work in her private home. 
No one could. have been chosen as a 
candidate’ for this important. place 
whose heart and mind and desire are 
better fitted to do genuine service for 
the’ school children of the town. 


Recognition of Good Service 


The close of six years’ work for the 
schools of Andover, which marks the 
term of service rendered by Gran- 
ville K. Cutler to this important part 
of the town’s life should not be al- 
lowed to pass without a word of rec- 
ognition for the good work he has 
done both as a member and as chair- 
man of the School Committee. As a 
business administrator, he stands un- 
excelled by any of those who have 
gone before him in this trying posi- 
tion. He has kept a close watch upon 
the financial affairs of the Board so 
successfully that in his three years as 
the controlling factor, the schools 
have kept within their appropriations, 
and up to a_ high standard of 
efficiency.

it is to be sincerely regretted that the 
demands made upon him are such 
that he feels he can no longer keep 
up- this public service. e town 
can’t allow such men as Mr, Cutler 
to pass from”its public life without 
aeeeny to its service a very serious 
oss. 


The Punchard Question 


The town has undoubtedly got to 
take up the high school problem 
pretty soon (not that it has not had 
it for the last fifty years), but it looks 
as if it had got to be brought to a 
conclusion whether or not the tax- 
payers will continue to lick their tax 
bills around the Punchard legacy 
stump. Either the Punchard fund is 
available as a proper aid to the pub- 
lic school educational system of An- 
dover, or it isn’t. 

If it is not available as an aid to 
the educational system but must be 
continued as a separate service for 
some pafticular kind of education, 
then the town either wants to make 
use of it inthe way prescribed by law 
or it wants to drop it. 

If under any compromise the edu- 
cational interests of the town cannot 
be served, then the sooner we get to 
the real issue, and erect a school 
building equipped for service, and re- 
arrange the whole system to comply 
with high school education, the 
sooner we will give to the school 
children of Andover who are depend- 
ent on the high school, education 
which they have a right to expect 
under the law of the commonwealth 
and under the obligations placed upon 
the citizens of Andover. 

Let’s put all these “ifs” in the back 
of our heads for the next few weeks, 
and be prepared to analyze them in 
good cold blood at the coming town 
meeting. 


Editorial Cinders . 


The same old method seems to be 
obtaining in connection® with the 
work of the Town Finance Commit- 
tee. When the by-laws were put into 
effect it was proposed that this com- 
mittee should become a very import- 
ant part of the town government, but 
from information: that seems to be 
reliable, practically no investigating 
has been done of town matters, and 
practically no new basis established 
for passing upon contemplated town 
appropriations.

Found Dead in Hut 


Charles Melzard, a farm hand em- 
ployed by William Hackett on his 
place in Scotland District, was found 
dead in a little hut.on the edge of 
the farm on Sunday, February 1.
